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Fuchsias 


FUCHSIAS are among the most colorful and useful 
of all flowering shrubs. No flowering shrubs we 
grow will give us more wealth of color and prove 
more satisfactory if intelligently used. By pruning 
the plants back at different seasons, some as early 
as August and others as late as March, some will he 
in bloom every day and month of the year. 


EVANS & REEVES NURSERIES are celebrated as 
being the home of one of the finest collections of 
Fuchsias in the world, comprising a great many spe- 
cies and varieties, many of the last being originations 
of Mr. Jack Evans.

CULTURE OF FUCHSIAS 

While most Fuchsias within a reasonable distance 
of the coast, particularly the single flowered types, 
will grow and bloom well in the full sun, the majority 
of them will be happier if planted in a cool situation 
with protection from the direct rays of the sun during 
the heat of the day. 

Before planting, the ground should be deeply and 
thoroughly worked, and should have incorporated 
with it plenty of well rotted manure and leaf mold. 
The soil should never be permitted to dry out during 
the summer months. A mulch of manure, leafmold, 
peat moss or leaves should be kept on the top of the 
ground to protect the roots of the plants so that the 
sround never becomes hard or baked. The plants 
should be fed from time to time throughout the 
spring and summer season. Drenching the foliage 
of the plants in early morning, the late afternoon or 
evening will be found extremely beneficial, as this 
serves to give them the cool atmospheric conditions 
they are so fond of. Never under any circumstances 
put lime where Fuchsias are growing or are to be 
srown.

BO-PEEP. (Clement Schnabel) This is a neat up- 
right bush of medium vigor, well furnished with 
small leaves and smothered with dainty little flowers 
of pale orchid, while the tube and well recurved 
sepals are white, with a faint pink blush. A dainty 
addition to the popular pastel group. 


DULCINEA (Ralph Edwards) This is a red and 
white double of exquisite form. The red tube is 
quite long and the sepals are the longest we have 
ever seen on a red and white fuchsia. A graceful 
and distinguished plant of medium vigor. 


ECSTASY (Tiret) An exquisitely colored pale dou- 
ble variety of willowy growth. The inner petals are 
of hyacinth blue and the outer ones of the same color 
are splashed at the base with phlox pink. The hori- 
zontally reflexed sepals are neyron rose tipped green. 


GULLIVER (Reiter, Jr.) A large white-tubed single 
with dark Tyrian Rose petals. If anything, the plant 
is too free-blooming and it should be started early 
in the season. Best treated as a small bush. 


IRISH ROSE (Reiter, Jr.) An entirely new color 
in fuchsia. The medium sized flowers are fully 
double with pale chartreuse tube and sepals and with 
petalage of the tenderest rose. Like the all whites, it 
must be grown under cool conditions. 


JACK SHAHAN (Tiret). A trailing variety. This 
is a large single with long tube and sepals. The tube 
and sepals are of the palest Rose Bengal and the 
petals of the same color are margined with a darker 
shade. A strong grower with a beautiful flower. 


MANTILLA (Reiter, Jr.) A sensational new trailer 
which should grow to perfection in Southern Cali- 
fornia. With soft willowy branching growth and 
beautifully shingled with bronzy foliage, Mantilla 
covers itself with long flowers of pure deep Carmine. 
The flowers have the longest tubes we have ever seen. 
During the trying 1947 summer Mantilla alone seemed 
to revel in the heat. A breeding triumph. 
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PINK SHOWER (Reiter, jr.) A trailer with pleuty 
of small branches and with small semi-double flowers 
of palest rose. Recommended for the cool garden 
where a well furnished hanging pot is desired in 
the pastel shades. 


SEA FOAM (Reiter, Jr.) A beautiful small bush 
with medium sized crispy flowers of semi-double 
petalage and upspread sepals. The tube and sepals 
are white sometimes flushed pale rose and the petals 
are marbled dark petunia purple, and white tinted 


rose. Should have shade. 


SHARON (Tiret). This semi-trailing variety is of 
splendid growth and excellent foliage with large 
flowers in the “warm red” eroup. The flowers are 
double and well formed with a medium tube and 
broad reflexed sepals of palest scarlet. The petals 
are Rose Bengal splashed with Geranium Lake at 
the base. 


VALENTINE (Reiter, Jr.) This is a large semi- 
double, notable because of its very long tube and 
huge widespreading sepals. The tube and sepals are 
white slightly flushed rose and the semi-double spread- 
ing corolla is of the deepest Imperial Purple fading 
to white at the base of each petal. 


DR. JULES WELCH (Evans). This is one of the 
most beautiful of the newer type of so-called “hard” 
Fuchsias; ie., those standing more wind and _ heat. 
The plant is vigorous, upright, characterized by 
plenty of short sturdy branches on which the flowers 
are borne in great profusion. The flowers are large, 
very double and of heavy substance; inner petals are 
blue-violet and the outer petals are watermelon pink, 
with sepals of the same color. We predict a great 
future for this splendid new variety. 


YULETIDE (Tiret). A tall upright double red and 
white. This is of the giant flowered type with a large 
globular creamy white corolla and Crimson tube and 
sepals.

Culture 


The fact that Pelargoniums, in common with their 
near relations the garden Geraniums, are easy to 
propagate has created the mistaken impression that 
any slip started in the ground will make a good plant 
of itself. Actually, in order to produce a really first 
class plant, just as much care and technique is 
required as in the case of any other good pot subject. 
The plant must be pinched and disbudded for bushi- 
ness, and it must be given regular feeding and repot- 
ting as it grows. There is accordingly a wide differ- 
ence between plants grown in the nursery and those 
propagated in the home garden. 

Although they will grow in almost any soil, for best 
results we recommend a mixture of sand, soil and 
humus which approximates a medium garden loam. 
A little leaf mold is always a welcome addition. 
Small amounts of commercial fertilizer from time to 
time will produce a more robust plant. 

Grown in the ground they will take sun or partial 
shade equally well. In pots a little shade will pro- 
duce a better flower with less tendency to discolor 
and fewer scorched leaves.
